This passage introduces a simple 
rtory which unfolds within the 
pages of an old Civil War Bible, 
which was given to the University 
two years ago. The Bible was 
cwned by Lt. Col. Edward Prince, 
cf the 7th Illinois Cavalry. Union 
Army of the United States. It had 
been given to him by his sister, 
Ann Payson. in August, 1849. 

The Bible was found on the bat- 
tlefield by John Reid, a Confeder- 
ate soldier, who was enraged by the 
heathen carelessness of Col. Prince.

He kept track of the colonels ac- 
tivities and entered them into the 
Bible, together with his own im- 
ptcwons of the "pirates" from 
the north. 

The Union coionn and the Rebel 
soldier again met In battle on 
Sept 19. 1862. at Iuka. The South- 
ern army was forced to retreat, 
leaving all provisions and furnl- 1 
ture to the disposal of "Col. Prince 
and some 30,000 Philistines." This 
type of pillaging was typical of 
the 7th Cavalry, as they marched 
toward Baton Rouge, La. 

Following that skirmish, Reid 
dreamed several times of the col- 
onel and entered these dreams into 
the Bible. He spent hours reading 
fiom the book and marked sev- 
eral passages which mirrored his 
thoughts of the war and the col- 
onel. 

The final entry in the Bible was 
made on June 13. 1863. Reid had 
received word that Col. Prince 
had been killed during a raid in 
Mississippi, near the Louisiana 
border. He closed the diary and 
his opinions of the colonel by say- 
ing. "Within my Intuits. I hope 
to have no knowledge of those 
• places* where, according to the 
teachings of this book, all villinns 
nraM no." 

Ironically, the death report of 
Col. Finite was an error. He had 
Leen wounded on M ij 1, 1R6J. near 
Woodviile. Miss., but he recovered.

.Mild pranks, such as the steal- 
ins of Rates and lOBOOl and the 
piling" of huge stones in front of 
one professor's home, were the 
noteworthy times of 1000. Four 
arrests were made in IN& how- 
evrr. when students piled stones, 
timber and Rates on streetear 
traeks on South Limestone Street. 
Ten policemen were called upon 
to move these barriers. 

Another barricade was placed 
across the car tracks the following 
year and one group of boys at- 
tempted to steal the stalled street- 
car. Police arrived in time to 
thwart this plan. Huge piles of 
timber and sticks were dumped 
~Tn~~f u r n t of -UigjIoor to the chapel 
and a wagon \vas~Trmiled from the 
street and placed in front of the 
budding which housed the col- 
lege cadets. 

The year of 1906 went down in 
history as the worst Halloween in 
Lexington. Rumors were Hying 
across csfmpus that trouble was 
brewing. Early in the day, Presi- 
dent Patterson appealed to the 
mayor for two policemen to guard 
his home. A dorm dance was being 
held and one of the two policemen 
assigned to the campus was sent 
to Patterson Hall to check on the 
dance. 

Several pranksters noticed the 
patrolman walking across campus, 
captured him and dragged him 
down Limestone Street to the 
boys" dorm. After they had re- 
lieved him of his oadgfi helmet 
and club, they released him, un- 
harmed. 

Meanwhile, another group of 
university youths blockaded the 
South Limestone car tracks with a 
500-pound stone and several large

A sudden de ire to bleak tree!

IntO action. One boy climbed a 

light pole and unfastened the

place. Ten polkomeri gathered on 
the ■etne. and the boys quickly 
scattered, but DOl before they had 
broken the licht. showering a 
ItfHUH of glriM on the officers. 

Police re-fnloictments arrived 
on the scene, led by the chief of 
police. Thta was the signal ior the 
beginning or n furious battle be- 
tween the luw-uifurccrs and the 
l;iw-violators. 

Policemen found t h e m | e 1 v e 1 
being pelted wi'h stones, euys, and 
drenched with water. One stone 
hit the police chiel squarely in the 
mouth Three students were ar- 
rested. An attack by 200 students 
temporarily halted the arrests. 
Stones, itlglu and clubs were used 
In the battle, but the policemen 
stuck to [heir l:u;:s. and the boys 
yielded. 

Following ordeis to return to the 
dorm, the boys had gone but 10(1 
feet, when shots rang out. Four 
injured policemen fell to the 
ground. Itemaining officers chased 
the mob and four more arrests 
were made. This quieted the 

pranksters, and the evening's 

• fun" was ended. 

For this one evening of enter- 
tainment, seven State College 

• UK) boys were arraigned before 
the grand jury, but were released 
after severe warnings. 



The following Halloween Wl 
mm h quieter in comparison. The 
campus cannon was loaded with 

garbage and Qred toward the Ad* 
ra In tit ration Building. During the 
confusion, the cannon was knocked 

trom l's pedestal. The boys apol- 
ogized the following day and re- 
turned the historic landmark to 
its proper position. 

Through the years. Lexington 
has seen the campus grow and 
■reaper, but few raeh Halloween 

incidents were to be recorded in 
the ensuing years. The later cru- 
cial ions of UK students seem to 
hive let! Halloween pranking to 
the ghosts and witches whos 
night it is after all. 

During the last period oi Span- 
ish rule in New Mexico, up to 
1822. four kinds of currency were 
legal.
